EFFERSON county farmers petitioned their member in the 
assembly to carry out his platform pledges or come home and 


submit to a recall. Thereupon the assembly in hiph dudgeon 
voted to deny the privileges of the assembly chamber to Glen 
Turner, an ex-member who was supposed to have had something 
to do in petting up the petitions. The plaint of the assembly 
is that the farmers attempted to coerce, their fellow member in- 
to voting contrary to his wishes. 


There can be no doubt but that the Jefferson county fann- 


ers sought to induce their member to stand by the political 
pledges which he made to secure their votes. This may have 
been a sort of moral coercion—an appeal to conscience. 


The right of petition is guaranteed by the constitution in 


these words: 


"The 
right of the people to peaceably assemble, to consnlt 


for the common good, and to petition the government, or any 
department thereof, shall never be abridged." Art. I, Section 4, 
Wiscoasin constitution. 


The action of the Jefferson county farmers may have been 


rather crude, but that they were well within their rights seems
